EXTORT TRADE CONTROL 

Subject : Scheme for exports under OGL-3 of certain fabric* 
and|or made-upa items made from cotton, wool and 
mad-made fibres to USA, EEC member states, 
Canada, Sweden and Finland from 1-1-1982 to 
31-12-1982. 

1. The Scheme 

. .File No. 2(41)|81-EI. — This scheme relates to the export of 
certain fabrics andlor made-ups items of (i) cotton, wool and 
fibres to USA, EEC member states (Federal Republic of 
Germany, France, Italy, Benelux, U.K., Ireland, Denmark, and 
Greece) Sweden and Canada and (il) cotton and man-made 
fibres to Finland for the period 1-1-1982 to 31-12-1982. 

2. Product Coverage and Agency for Quota Administration. 

The list of categories of textile products covered under this 
icheme is available with the Cotton Textiles Export Promo- 
tion Council and the Wool and Woollens Export Promotion 
Council. Unless otherwise directed, the Cotton Textiles Export 
Promotion Council, Bombay, (TEXPROCIL) will allocate 
quotas for all fabrics and made-ups except woollen fabrics, 
for which quota allocation will be done bv the Wool and 
Woollens Export Promotion Council, New Delhi fW&WEPC). 
However, necessary certification for all fabrics and made-ups 
including the woollen fabrics and made-ups will be done 
by the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Govern- 
ment reserves the right to make changes, os considered ap- 
propriate, with regard to the agencies for quota allocation and 
certification and with regard to transfer of any part of the 
work to any other agency. 

3. Systems of Quota Allotment and Division of the QuotR 

Year. 

There will be three systems of quota allocation. 

3.1. 25 per cent of the annual level will be allocated on 
the basis of past performance. The balance (75 per cent of 
the annual level) will be allocable on FCFS Contract Reser- 
vation basis and FCFS Ready goods basis in the ratio of 
55 : 45 respectively. For the purpose of allotment on the basis 
i f past performance, there will he a single period from 
1-1-1982 to 30-9-1982. However, for FCFS Contract Reserva- 
tion and FCFS Readgoods, the quota year will bt divided

into two six months periods ie, 1-1-1982 to 30-6-1982 and 
1-7-1982 to 31-12-1982, 60 per cent of quota available under 
these segments (FCFS Contract Reservation and FCFS Ready- 
goods) will be allotted during the first period of 40 per cent 
during the second period. The above periods |systemwise ratio* 
may however be modified by the Government, depending upon 
the demand patters and other parameters. 

3,2 Past Performance Quota 

(a) Agency for determining entitlement. — The agency for 
calculation of the entitlement of quota under Past Perfor- 
mance system in respect of each exporter will be the Colton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay. The Textile 
Commissioner will lay down procedures in this regard and 
supervise the work. 

(b) Base Period. — The quota entitlement will be determined 
for each country category combination segmentwise on tho 
basis of the average of exports during 1980 and during 
January to June, 1981, the latter period being counted as full 
year. 

(c) Segment-wise Allotment. — The entitlement of each ex- 
porter under the pasi performance system will be determined 
on pro rata basis with reference to his performance in each 
country-category in each segment such as handlooms, mill- 
made powerioom. 

(d) Quota Period. — -The quota period under this system will 
be a single period from 1st January, 1982 to 30th September, 
1982. 

(e) Quota endorsement against PPQ shall not be subject to 
performance bonds, provided the goods are shipped before 

30- 4-1982. For quotas retained after 30-4-1982, the exporter 
will have the option either to execute bank guarantee by 

31- 5-1982 or to surrender the quotas in part or full before 
that date. 

(f) Tlie shippers of PPQ shall not be required to produce 
overseas buyers contracts at the time of executing bank 
guarantees, which they will execute after 30-4-1982 but before 
31-5-1982. Shipments effected after April 30, 1982, but before 
submission of bank guarantees (which should be done before 
May 31, 1982) will not be subject to bank guarantee, 

(g) Transferability of Past Performance Quota.— Past per- 
formance quota shall be transferable subject to the following 
conditions : 

(1) An exporter will have the option to transfer any por- 

tion of his quota to any other exporter at any time 
during the year. 

(2) The quantity transferred shall be counted as export* 

of the transferee, who actually ships the goods. 

(3) The quota in the hands of the transferee shall be sub- 

ject to the same terms and conditions as those appli- 
cable to it in the hands of the transferor. 

(4) Any exporter, who has transferred quota in a parti- 
cular category /country to another exporter shall not 
be eligible to seek transfer from any other exporter 
to himself in the stime category/conntry. 

15) Transfer of PPQ in a particular country/category shall 
not be allowed to the exporters who hnve FCFJIf’ 
Contract Reservation quota in the «ame country,/ 
category. 

3.3 FCFS Contract Reservation Quota 

For quota allotment on FCFS Contract reservation basil, 
the exporters will have to submit, alongwith the application, 
performance bond backed by bank guarantee for the value 
calculated at the rate of 50 palse/Kg. in case of all catego- 
ries Icountries, where the unit of allocation is in Kilograms, 5 
paise/Square Yard Equivalent in fabric categories of USA 
and Canada and 12 paise oer piece in case of exports of 
handkerchiefs to EEC and USA. The rates for other entego- 
ries/countries concerned will be announced by TEXPROCIL. 
Under this segment, endorsements on shooing bills shall be 
valid for a period of 21 days and subject to the condition that 
no endorsements made during any quota period shall be valid 
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beyond 10 clear days from the expiry of the quota period 

concerned. 

3.4 FCFS Ready Goods 

In the case of quota allocation on the basis of FCF.S ready 
goods, the exporters will have to submit the Textile Committee 
Inspection Certificate, AR4/AR5 forms, wherever applicable, 
alongwith the application and shipping documents. Shipments 
against quota allocation on FCFS ready goods basis will have 
to be effected within 10 clear days from the dale of quota 
endorsement. However this period can be extended in excep- 
tional cases for valid reasons on su-icific authorisation from 
Textile Commissioner. 

4, Segment-Wise Reservation ol Quotas 

4.1 Whenever quotas for cotton, woollen and man-made 
fibres are combined, the reservation for woollen and synthetic 
items will be done in terms of specific quantities. The actual 
quantities will be determined by the Textile Commissioner after 
ascertaining the film requirements from the respective coun- 
cils, keeping in view the past pattern, and pi evading trends. 
Depending upon the demand trend, the quantities so fixed 
may be modified, 

4.2 In cases where handlooms and millmade/powerloom 
items are clubbed together for all allocation, the ratio of 
handlooms to others will be 2 : 1 for USA and 1 :1 for other 
quo'a countries. These ratios may be amended according to 
demand trends. 

3. Slow Moving Items 

■ 5.1 In line with the practice followed during the year 
1981, the provisions regarding bank guarantees and deposits 
would be dispensed will) in the case of slow-moving items, 
specially identified for this purpose by the Textile Commis- 
sioner on the basis of past experts and prevailing trends. 

5.2 For the identified slow-moving items, applicants will 
have lo submit only the performance bond in the proforma 
prescribed by TEXPROCIL without any bank guarantee or 
cash deposit. 

6 . Penalty for Non-Utilisation of Quotas 

6.1 An exporter, who exports not less than 90 per cent of 
quota allotted to him under FCFS Contract Reservation or 
FCFS readygoods in a particular quota period or within the 
whole year under PPQ, will not be liable for the payment of 

enalty. An exporter who performs not less than 75 per cent 
ut less lhan 90 per cent will have to pay proportionate 
penalty. If the quota utilisation is less than 75 per cent the 
exporter will be liable for forfeiture of his performance bond/ 
bank guarantee in full. This will bo subject to force majeure 
conditions wherever they arise. 

6.2 In cases where the utilisation is not less than 75 per 
cent within the validity period, Ihe exporter may be given the 
option to seek extension for the next allotment period within 
the quota year. Application for extension shall be filed within 
one month of the end of the relevant quota period. In such 
cases, the exporter will have to execute a bond suppoitcd by 
bank guarantee at double the rates as given in para 3.3 for 
the balance quantity. In the case of his failure to export fully, 
the bond/bunk guarantee will be liable to be forfeited in 
full. 

6.3 Exporters to whom quotas are allotted rn terms of this 
policy, but who do not utilise them would render themselves 
liable to disqualification from future allotment, without pre- 
judice to any other action that may be taken in this behalf. 

7. Supervision over Quota Allotment 

The Textile Commissioner, Bombay, will continue to exer- 
cise day-to-day supervision over matters relating to quota 
administration. A quota co-ordination committee Textile Com- 
missioner as the chairman and with the representatives of the 
concerned EPCs as members will review the operation of the 
policy once a month. On matters where there is difference of 
opinion, the decision of the Textile Commissioner shall be 
final. 


8. Customs Clearance 

Shipments will bo allowed by the Customs authorities at the 
ports of shipment on the basis of quota endorsement on the 
original and the duplicate of the shipping bids for individual 
consignments, issued by the Export Promotion Council or 
any other appropriate body designated for this purpose. In 
respect of UoA, however, the Customs authorities would also 
verify the visa endorsements on the special Customs Invoice 
No. 5515 issued by the Colton Textiles Export Promotion 
Council or any authorised body, prescribed for this purpose, 
inc ruling their representatives. In respect of exports to EEC 
member states, Canada, Finland and Sweden, alongwith quota 
endorsement, Ihe Co. ton Textiles Export Promotion Council 
or any other body duly authorised in this behalf will issue export 
certificate and certificate of origin (wherever applicable!, in 
respect of categories having individual restraint limits. In the 
case of categories, not having individual, restraint limits, the 
export promotion council wilt issue alongwllh the endoraemen.t 
the certificate of origin, wherever applicable. 

9. Clearance of Handloom Products 

In respect of exports to USA, EEC member states and 
Canada, of handloom fabrics and made-up articles made from 
handloom fabrics, shipments will be permitted by the Customs 
on the basis of the certification by the Textile Committee with- 
out the requirement of quota endorsement by the Export Pro- 
motion Council or other authorised bodies concerned, 

10. Clearance of India Items 

In respect of ‘India Items' which are Indian traditional 
folklore textile products shipments will be permitted by the 
Customs for exports to USA, EEC member states and Canada 
on the basis of certificates issued by the Textile Committee 
or All India Handicraft Board. For items specified as ‘India 
Ilcms’ no quota endorsement hv the Export Promotion Coiffi- 
cil concerned of any other duly authorised body will be 
required. 

1 1. Formalities as lo Shipping Dooumenls 

Whenever the consignment in ready for shipment, the 
exporter shall submit the necessary shipping documents (in- 
cluding Shipping bills in duplicate and proforma application 
in duplicate covering the details of (roods under shipment to 
the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council or to it# 
upcountry port representatives alongwith quota certificate for 
obtaining quota endorsement and necessary export certificate. 
Thereafter the documents shall be submitted to the Custom* 
for completion of shipping bills and other formalities. In all 
these cases, the shippers will be required to inform the Ex- 
port Promotion Council or its upcountry port representative# 
from whom the quota endorsement Is obtained, the number 
and the date of shipping bills after the same are collected 
from the Customs, 

12. The Export Certlficate/vlsa Is meant for the buyer and 
hence the same, after being obtained from (he Council has to 
be forwarded by the shipper to his buyer alongwith other 
connected documents. 

13. Exports will he allowed from any port in India. 

14. Government reserves the right to make amendnienfs to 
any of the foregoing provisions without giving prior notice.
